can snipers were so active along the 
border today that a trip on the 
American bank of the Rio Grande 
was nothing short of risky adven- 
ture and any traveler going there 
offered himself as a target for the 
sharpshooters hidden in the hills and 
mesquite brush on the other side. 


For several days Americvan sen- 


eries has been posted at intervals 
to warn persons to seek a trail not 
so invitingly within rifle range. To- 
day these guards were doubled and 
travelers absolutely forbidden to ap- 
proach the river bank. 


This was especially true in 
the 


neighborhood of the dam on 
the 


smelter road in the western part of 
the city. At this point Colonel W.

Is brilliant with beds of red cannas, 
purple heliotrope, and pink and red 
geraniums, all of which have been 
grown and planted by the war de- 
partment. 


Just why the administration of a 


municipal park 
system, 
including 


the 
propogation of (lowers, should 


be assigned to the war department, 
has never been 
satisfactorily ex- 


plained to the -war department itself, 
but the popular story is that the 
parks were originally planned (or 
jr.ilitary reasons. At the time Major 
L'Enfant was preparing his plans of 
the capital for President Washing- 
ten, the French revolution was draw- 
ing to an end. A young Corsican by 
the name of Bonaparte had suddenly 
appeared, placed his cannon in the 
center of the public square of Paris 
and thus laid siege to four streets 
at once. Immediately the mob rule 
was broken and replaced by martial 
law, and the whole world, including 
Major L'Enfant, was much Impress- 
ed by the strategic qualifications of 
city parks. Hence Washington was 
given many squares and circles and 
triangles after the fashion of Paris, 
and these were placed under the su- 
pervision of the war department. 


Whatever the true 
reason 
for 


placing the management with the 
department, the results have proved 
that the 
choice was wise. With 


their usual 
remarkable 
executive 


ability, the military authorities have 
put as much energy and thought into 
taking care of the parks and grow 
ing flowers as they would into plan- 
ning a military campaign. 
Today 


Washington has the finest park sys- 
tem in the country, with a working 
force of 30 skilled gardeners, large 
green house facilities and its own 
mounted police force. 
There 
are 


four hundred parks in all, compris- 
ing an area of 1200 acres, and for 
the flower beds scattered throughout 
their length the green houses raise
